BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. SPECIAL. 


The schools in this District have had another prosperous year of 
34 weeks, notwithstanding there has been a break in the Interme- 
diate Department, occasioned by the failing health of Miss Hattie 
Dyer, about the middle of the spring term, causing her death a few 
months later, which obliged her to give up her labors, and we were 
obliged to substitute a teacher for the balance of the term, which we 
did in the person of Miss Louise Raymond, who did very well in- 
deed, considering the circumstances. The fall term was taught by 
Miss Gertrude P. Vaughan. but your board decided that this Depart- 
ment needed a teacher of considerable more age and experience and 
for the closing term of the school year, secured the services of Miss 
S. Louise Merrill, and we are pleased to say that she has brought 
the school well back to the condition it was left by Miss Dyer in the 
Spring. It is needless for us to say that Mr. W. L. Pettengill and 
Miss Lizzie M. Williams have fully maintained their former reputa- 
tion in the Higher and Primary Departments.

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SCHOOL REPORT FOR THE ENFILD TOWN DISTRICT, 


ENFIELD CENTRE. 


Two departments. Minnie T. Clark, teacher for the year in the 
higher department. Lulu M. Bryant in the primary. We have on- 
ly good words to say of this school. Miss Clark was concise, accu- 
rate, systematic, and practical in her teaching. Her fine scholar- 
ship and good judgment established the school on a consistent, ra- 
tional basis, and made it a grand success. 

In the primary school we think Miss Bryant has never been 
equalled. Her power of interpretation, and her felicity of state-

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ment made every subject plain and easy for her pupils, the school 
extremely interesting. and the school-room a happy place for the lit- 
tle ones. 

Average number of pupils 22, 23, 14. Length of school, 10, 12, 
10 weeks. Wages including board $20, $24, $24. 

Higher department, length of school, 10, 12, 10. 

Average number of scholars, 21, 26, 35. 

Wages including board $25, $26, $28.

MONTCALM. 


Summer term of 9 weeks taught by Eva J. Edwards. Fall term 
of 12 weeks, Meora E. Ryder, teacher. A _ careful examination of 
these schools show that the teachers possess merit of the most sub- 
stantial character. 

Minnie E. Hall taught the winter term of 10 weeks. The teacher’s 
sterling work in this school made her a favorite with both parent 
and pupil. This was Miss Hall’s first attempt at teaching. She 
proved herself a very desirable teacher. Register not received. 


EAST HILU. 


Carrie E. Morse took charge of the summer term of 10 weeks. 
Inez B. Packard, the fall, 11 weeks. Both teachers without experi- 
ence. Miss Morse was interested in her school, taught acceptably, 
and will make a successful teacher. Miss Packard is a fine scholar, 
and with age and experience she will make a worthy teacher. 
Susie M. Flanders taught the winter term of 10 weeks. We think 
the six hours a day for school were well spent. The teacher was 
competent to teach, and the school showed advancement. The in- 
convenience we suffered from cold during our last visit to the school, 
convinced us that the school-house needs repairing. The wind find- 
ing ingress from ever point of compass. 

Average number of pupils belonging to this school 9, 8,7. Wa- 
ges of teacher per month including board $19, $16, $20. 


EAST VILLAGE 


Summer, 10 weeks. Florence B. Emerson, teacher. Fall, 12 
weeks, Mary F. Wells, teacher. Teacher for the winter, Jennie B. 
Thompson, 10 weeks. The style of teaching for the summer and 
fall school was simple, accurate and attractive. 

Winter term was disturbed by sickness. From this and other 
causes the register shows 232 non-membership and other absences 
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in half days. This would greatly impede the progress of any school. 
The teacher competent. Average number of pupils, 16, 13, 8. Wa- 
ges of teachers including board, $20, $20, $20. 


OAK HILL. 


Length of school for the year, 22 weeks; average number of schol- 
ars, 4 each term. Wages including board, $13 and $14. Lillian 
M. Follansbee, teacher. The school did surprisingly well. Teach- 
er energetic. 


SHAKER SCHOOL, 


Fanny F. Follen, teacher for the year, assisted by Miss Jones in 
the summer. Winter term in session. Register not received. The 
penmanship and reading of this school is the best of any in the dis- 
trict. The pronugciation in this schoo] conforms to the highest and 
most recent authority. In both matter and method this school ex- 
celled any former one. Annie M. Ellis assisted in the Winter, tak- 
ing charge of the scholars in the South{Family. Miss Ellis’ school 
and teaching was an exact counterpart of the school at Church. 


REMARKS. 


In reporting our schools we do not think it necessary to speak of 
the superiority of one study over another in the different schools, 
neither to particalarize certain branches of study that have received 
more attention in the same school than others. In speaking of the 
schools in general, we think there has been a marked uniformity of 
improvement. ‘The discipline has been such as to commend itself. 
Wherever a school has been held we have beeen able with one or 
two exceptions to maintain 32 weeks. It has been our first and ever 
present concern to do the best thing possible for our schools. We 
have endeavored to solve the school problem in all its complexity, 
impaetially and justly and to eliminate as faras possible all une- 
qual factors. We wish to see laid in our schools the granite foun- 
dations of a solid character; and thereon may be raised the strong 
timbers of a thoughtful and truthful mind, eager for knowledge, 
never getting enough. There should be no necessary conflict of in- 
terests between the different methods of achieving this result, since 
j

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the most exclusive private or public school in our country must final- 
ly adjust itself to the conditions of our peculiar American life. We 
hope that Providence may yet vouchsafe to us a final system of edu- 
cation, out of which may be drawn infinite riches for all generations 
to come. ;
